There was a discussion of a U.S. program and policy toward post- 
Castro Cuba. 


-a. There was preliminary agreement on the need by 
mid-summer for a U.S. Government statement from a high source, 
possibly the President, expressing our view of post-Castro Cuba. 
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b. An analysis is to be prepared by State, CLA, and USIA 
covering specific aspects of the Cuban society (1) under Batista; 
(2) under Castro, including the revolution's aims as stated and as 
realized to date; and (3) under a post-Castro regime, inciuding ac- 
tions we would be prepared to take to help in the reconstruction of 
Cuba. Among the subjects to be included in the comparisen are: 
education, tau system, defense, housing, land ownership, economic 
development, religion, and ciyil rights, including press freedom, 
race relations, and the administration of justice.
